Townsend reported that the ac­ 
tual unexpended balance in tne 
Michigan unemployment compen­ 
sation fund, as of the end of Feb­ 
ruary, was $43,215,799.49.

Persons Applying For Citizenship Must 
Bo Familiar With Govommental Workings 


With citizenship becoming 
a 
Requisite of a majority of govern­ 
mental privileges, the office 
of 
county clerk P. A. LeClatre is a 
busy place these days with aliens 
in various stages of becoming n a t ­ 
uralized citizens of 
the 
United 
States. 
By 
the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United States, Congress is empow­ 
ered to m ake rules for natu raliza­ 
tion. Chinese, Japanese and H in­ 
dus are ineligible. 
Any alien of 
the age of eighteen or over and 
white, who desires to become n a t­ 
uralized. must file a declaration 
of his intention with the clerk of 
the United States District court 
or state or territorial court. 
This declaration must state the 
name, age. residence, occupation, 
time and place of arrival in the 
United States. 
The filing of this 
declaration is called “ taking out 
first papers.” 
Not less 
two years after 
the filing of rhe declaration, and 
after not less than five years of 
continuous residence in the U. S. 
and six months in the county, the 
applicant may petition 
for 
his 
“ final papers.” 
These papers con­ 
tain the name of the applicant, his 
age, birthplace, name of wife (if 
married) and a num ber of other 
facts. 
A fee of two and one-half 
dollars is required for certificate 
of arrival.

thorcoplastic 
treatment, 
ribs of the patient are 
removed. 
The specialist explained that

collapsing of both lungs is not as 
satisfactory 
as 
the 
unilateral 
treatment, in which only one lung 
is collapsed. 
The speaker declared that clim­ 
ate is no longer an issue in

care of tubercular patients.

Egrets were hunted only when the young were in the nests, since at that 
time the old birds stayed In the rookery until they were all killed, the 
young being left to starve. Hut for the National Association of Audubon 
Societies, which succeeded in outlawing the use of plumes and in 
having refuges set aside for the egret, this bird probably would now 
be extinct. More than one Audubon warden was shot down by plume 
poachers. Recently, the egret has been nesting as far north as Camden 
after being absent from New Jersey for IOO years. Scores of egrets, 
feeding along the potomac, near Washington, in late summer, are seen 
by pilgrims to Mt. Vernon. The egret was painted by Francis I^ee Jaques 
for the 1939 Wildlife Week poster stamps, distributed by the National 
Wildlife Federation.
